On Algeria, 
Bullets Fly

ALGIERS (UPI)—Terror bomb 
explosions, demonstrations, a 
Moslem strike and bloodshed Fri- 
day marked the beginning of the 
three-day referendum on Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle’s plan to 
bring peace and a measure of 
independence to Algeria. 


At least one man was shot dead 
in a string of incidents from Paris 
to Constantine, Algeria, as 600 
of Algeria’s interior towns and 
villages began voting ‘“‘yes”’ or 
‘“‘no” for the de Gaulle plan. 


The question was simply whether 
the people support the DeGaulle 
plan to give Algeria self-determi- 
nation and allow it to become 
semi-independent, with close ties 
to France — or “keep Algeria 
French,”’ as the right wing French 
settlers in Algeria demand. 


ASKS MASSIVE VOTE 


De Gaulle, in a final radio ap- 
peal to France and Algeria, called 
for a “frank and massive’ vote 
for his policy. 


The major Algerian towns and 
cities as well as all-of metropoli- 
tan France will vote Saturday and 
Sunday on the issue. 


“IT need, yes I need to know 
what is,in your minds and hearts.’’

Presiding over a joint session 
of Congress that made the final 
official count of the electoral 


votes, Nixon declare Kennedy the 
winner and extended his ‘‘heart- 
felt best wishes.” 


“In our campaigns, no matter 
how hard-fought they may be, no 
matter how close the election may 
turn out to be, those who lose ac- 
cept the verdict, and support those 
who win,”’ Nixon said. 


He said the cause of freedom, 
justice and peace for all mankind 
is bigger than any man’s ambition 
and greater than any party. 


Thus the man who lost one of 
the closest popular elections in the 
nation’s history bade farewell to 
the Congress where he began his 
political career 14 years ago.

GEA President E. C. Mitcham 
Jr. sidestepped reference to the 
GEA’s previously publicized de- 
mand for a $32 million increase 
in its formal demand issued on 
the eve of the General Assembly 
session. 


The GEA addressed its.demand 
to Vandiver and to members of 
the General Assembly. Copies 
went not only to all lawmakers 
but to local GEA officials and to 
all school superintendents of the 
state. 


1,700 COPIES 

Frank Hughes, executive direc- 
tor, said 1,700 copies of the letter 
were put into the mails late in 
the day. 


After reviewing needs. of ‘‘stab- 
ilizing’ the present teacher sup- 
ply and attracting better teachers 
the letter declared, ““To accomp- 
lish these goals we must have a 
substantial increase in salaries 
immediately.”’ 


A spokesman said the GEA 
dropped its specific demand to 
boost salaries to the projected 
level called for by the Minimum 
Foundation Program in a move to 
keep its demand within reason- 
able bounds.

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Georgia's Course Is 


To Obey the Law 


Louisiana, Virginia, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Tennessee, North Carolina and Texas 
have desegregated state universities. So 
Friday’s court order for Georgia to join 
them is not unusual or unexpected. 


Many years have passed since the 
first Negro student applied to attend the 
University of Georgia. Litigation has run 
its course. The time involved in the liti- 
gation served a purpose. It removed 
the element of surprise from Judge 
Bootle’s order to admit two students now. 

Georgia has no law requiring segre- 
gation in its university system. 

The state does have a 1956 law which 
provides for a cut-off of funds if a Negro 
enters by virtue of a court order—but not 
if university officials voluntarily permit 
the Negro to enter. 


* *« * 


And as B. D. (Buck) Murphy said 
when he was fighting this lawsuit on be- 
half of segregation, “It cannot be as- 
sumed that the fiscal authorities of the 
state will cut off the funds of the univer- 
sity even if the court would order these 
plaintiffs admitted. It must be assumed 
. .. that public officers will obey the law 
and properly perform their public 
duties.” 


Mr. Murphy, long a legal proponent 
of segregation, noted frankly for the state 
that “Whatever the Constitution of the 
United States may require with respect 
to admission of students to the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, the Constitution of Geor- 
gia also requires.” When in conflict, the 
federal law supersedes state law. 


Mr. Murphy charted the course of 
wisdom in the present situation with 
these words: “It cannot be assumed that 
the fiscal authorities of the state will, in 
violation of whatever may be required of 
them by the Constitution of the United 
States, cut off funds.” 


To shut down the state university 
system is unthinkable. The legal decision 
is made. Buck Murphy has indicated the 
proper course for the state now—not to 
violate but to obey the law with calm 
dignity, as it is being honored already in 
the universities of our seven sister states 
in the South.

Strengthening Senate 
Would Strengthen State 


The proposal by a State Senate com- 
mittee that members of that body be 
elected for four-year terms is a poor 
compromise for giving the upper branch 
of the Legislature equal strength with 
the House of Representatives. Only by 
ending the rotation system of electing 
senators could that be achieved. 

The committee, however, is realistic. 
It understands that not only would it be 
difficult to gain House approval of the 
needed change but that it might not win 
voter approval. 

Staggered four-year terms, so that 
half the Senate would be chosen every 
two years, would be an improvement. 
It would provide some continuity which 
now does not exist at all. With the ex- 
ception of the senator from Fulton, all 
members are now elected for two-year 
terms and cannot succeed themselves. 
Georgia is the only state in the union 
which has so weakened its upper House. 

As a step toward strengthening the 
Senate, the staggered four-year term 
would help. If this is the best we can do, 
it certainly is the least we can do.

Asked what he sees in store for At- 
lanta in 1961, Richard Forbes of the joint 
planning board answered that “an out- 
standing need ... is the central busi- 
ness district study.

Amen. We would even suggest omit- 
ting the phrase “probably one of” as long 
as it is understood that any downtown 
study or downtown plan must be re- 
lated to a comprehensive study and plan 
for the whole city and even of the metro- 
politan area.

Ike Leaves Cuba 
In Kennedy's Lap 


WASHINGTON—President 


Eisenhower 
least left Cuba with a bang. He finally told off 
his tormentors and slammed the door on his . 
way out. It was a grand exit which made the pictures 


at 


dance on the 


wall and rattled old Fidel’s back teeth, and this country obviously 


loved it. 

In fact, the reaction in the 
United States to the break in dip- 
lomatic relations was almost as 
dramatic as Ike’s last hurrah. 
Most papers decided that the 
President had no other alterna- 
tive. Well, maybe so, but Amer- 
icans have been arguing about 
Cuba and diplomacy ever since 
the State Department was found- 
ed, and if everybody is now sud- 
denly going to agree, it will be 
the first time in history. 

For over a hundred years, this 
country assumed that it should 
maintain diplomatic relations with 
foreign governments regardless 
of how they came to power or 
how they conducted their affairs 
or what they said about the 
United States. It was Woodrow 
Wilson, with his moral approach 
who began 

recognition in accor- 
dance with whether we approved 
of the way the government con- 
cerned came to power or spoke 
and acted. 

Thus, it can be argued that Ei- 
senhower’s action was right or 
wrong, wise or unwise, but it 
cannot be argued on the basis of 
U.S. history that it was “‘inevi- 
table.” 

The argument for the break 
was that Castro had gone well 


beyond the bounds of proper dip- 
lomatic procedure and that, if 
we had tolerated his insults and 
permitted him to reduce our mis- 
sion in Havana to 11, we would 
not only have had an ineffective 
mission but would have debased 
the procedure of diplomatic in- 
tercourse and weakened ourselves 
in the world’s eyes. 

There were arguments on the 
other side. The break makes it 
more difficult to get out of Cuba 
the anti-Castro Cubans who may 
one day organize his defeat. It 
removes the embassy as a source 
of accurate information and a 
rallying point for Castro’s oppo- 
nents. It limits President-elect 
Kennedy’s freedom of action. 
And it encourages the popular 
view in this country that an 
American embassy is sort of a 
badge of our approval of the gov- 
ernment concerned or a reward 
for good conduct. 

The real test in the Cuban case 
is not whether slamming the door 
makes Ike feel better, but wheth- 
ler it promotes the interests of the 
United States. Maybe it will, but 
Castro did not think so. He pro- 
voked and presumably wanted 
the break, but it is Kennedy and 
not Eisenhower who must now 
deal with the consequences.

Ike Did His Duty 
As He Saw It 


WASHINGTON—The order by President Ei- 


sever diplomatic relations with 


Cuba, especially the date of its issuance, dem- 
a fact of our government system that many lose sight of 


with the election of a new chief executive. 


This fact is that, because the 
responsibility of the President 
cannot be shifted to any other 
person, his oath requires him to 
exercise this responsibility fully 
until his successor has been 
sworn into office. 

Hence, 17 days, before the end 
of his term, President Eisen- 
hower decided to break off rela- 
tions with Cuba, and, having so 
decided, he could not normally 
have refrained from the action 
because in 17 days another presi- 
dent might have possibly main- 
tained the diplomatic status quo. 

However, an orderly transfer 
of government called for advance 
notification of the President-elect. 
This was done, with the sugges- 
tion that Kennedy might wish to 
associate himself with the action. 
With equal propriety, Kennedy 
preferred not to, since the indi- 
visible responsibility is the Presi- 
dent’s. 3 

The President undoubtedly was 
aware that his action would pass 
on the problem of Castro to Ken- 
nedy in a new dimension. 

But the alternative, suspension 


' of his responsibility by an outgo- 


ing president in a mounting cri- 
sis, proved far worse for the na- 
tion in one instance at least. This 
occurred when James Buchanan 
passed the crucial month of De- 
cember 1860 in what Edwin M. 
Stanton described as an agony of 
indecision. The ghastly conse- 
quences, though Buchanan was 
not by any means responsible 
for them all, were in the mind 
of President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt when, in February 1937 he 


said to this correspondent: 
“I do not want to leave the 
Ss : 


country in the condition Buchan- 
an left it to Lincoln. If I cannot, 
in the brief time given me to at- 
tack its deep and disturbing 
problems, solve these problems, 
I hope at least to have moved 
them well on the way to solution 
by my successor.” 

President Eisenhower's order 
to sever relations with the Castro 
government has the same pur- 
pose. It also is his objective to 
“move well on the way to solu- 
tion” by the other acute foreign 
problem represented by Laos. 

Moreover, Kennedy’s cam- 
paign criticisms of this admin- 
istration with respect to Cuba 
imply that his policy will not 
be impeded by Eisenhower’s lat- 
est act. His proposals were even 


tougher, including the ‘‘strong- 
a economic sanctions” and 
American support of “demo- 


cratic anti-Castro forces in exile 
and in Cuba itself.”’

FAILURE TO EXHAUST 
ADMINISTRATIVE REMEDIES 


Defendant contends that the 
present action should be dis- 
missed because plaintiffs have 
failed to exhaust their administra- 


or the University System of any 
school or college from the Fed- 
eral Government or from dona- 
tions, gifts, earnings, fees, rents, 
sales or from any other source 
of income, shall be available for 
use or expenditure until made 
available from time to time by 
written order of the State Bud- 
get Authorities. 


“(¢) No funds appropriated by 
this Section 8 or derived from 
the sources of revenue referred 
to in Subsection ‘b) hereof, 
shall be used or expended for 
any school or college except as 
herein otherwise provided and 
in conformity to the following: 
The State Board of Regents, 
within the first thirty days of 
each fiscal period, shall make 
an apportionment of funds to 
the various schools and colleges 
in the University System or op- 
erated by the State Board of 
Regents or otherwise within the 
provisions of this Section 8, first 
including in such apportion- 


ever, he contends that it ‘‘does 
not provide for a cut-off of funds 
where a Negro enters a formerly 
all-white institution of the Uni- 
versity System as a result of vol- 
untary administrative action by 
university officials, but only in 
the event that a Negro enters 
such an institution by virtue of a 
court decree.” To construe said 
Appropriation Act in accordance 
with defendant’s contention would 
require the court to completely 
ignore the clear and plain mean- 
ing of the Act’s language. The 
maintenance of separate schools 
and colleges for the white and 
colored races is a condition pre- 
cedent to the appropriation of all 
funds. Even if, after an appor- 
tionment is made to any school or 
college, such school or college 
ceases to operate in conformity 
with the principle of maintenance 
of separate schools and colleges 
for the white and colored races 
‘“‘no further funds shall be used 
or expended from such apportion- 
ment and the unexpended portion 


all-white institution. 


Another consideration in de 
termining the adequacy of the 
administrative remedy is the time 
required for exhausting such 
remedy. The regulation creating 
the appellate procedure here does 
not require action on the appeal 
by the administrative official ap- 
pealed to within any prescribed 
period of time, not even within 
a “‘reasonable’’ period of time. 
As a matter of fact, the appeal 
taken on June 2, 1960 from the 
inaction of defendant in regard 
to plaintiffs’ applications required 
122 days for exhaustion of the 
administrative remedy, the action 
by the Board of Regents having 
been taken on October 21, 1960, 
after the court had said in its 
order filed September 25, 1960 
that “‘(p) resumably, the Board of 
Regents, unless it has already 
done so, will be able to act upon 
plaintiffs’ pending appeals within 
thirty (30) days from the date 


No Negroes have ever been en- 
rolled at the University of Geor- 
gia, and prior to September 29, 
1950, no Negro had ever applied 
for admission. At the timé of the 
trial only four Negroes, including 
plaintiffs, had made application 
for admission te the University, al) 
on or since September 29, 1950, 
none of whom has yet been ad- 
mitted.

tion creating the appellate pro- 
cedure here does not, at any of 
the three required steps of the 
appeal, require action on the ap- 
peal by the administrative of-

There were admittedly many 
vacancies for the Summer Quar- 
ter, 1960, but defendant contends 
that neither plaintiff applied for 
admission to that quarter. Of 
course, plaintiff Hunter had writ- 
ten defendant on Dec. 7, 1959, 
that she had “enrolled in a uni- 
versity with a view in mind of 
transferring to the University of 
Georgia at the earliest possible 
time.” Plaintiff Holmes had writ- 
ten defendant on Nov. 17, 1959, 
that he was “‘still desirous of en- 
rolling in the University of Geor- 
gia at the earliest possible time.” 
Furthermore, plaintiff Holmes 
had written defendant requesting 
“a list of the courses that will be 
offered during the Spring quarter, 
and the approximate amount of 
money a legal resident student 
needs to cover fees, room and 
board for the Spring and Summer 
quarter.” 


Plaintiff Hunter was denied ad- 
mission for the Fall Quarter, 1960, 
“due to limited facilities,’’ the 
letter from her mother to defend- 
ant requesting consideration spe- 
cifically. for the Fall Quarter, 1960, 
having been written on June 2, 
1960, and Dr. Aderhold’s letter re- 
questing defendant to accept no 
more students for the Fall Quar- 
ter, 1960, “except those who may 
need to transfer from junior col- 
leges of the University System,” 
having been written on May 18, 
1960. However, some female stu- 
dents requiring University. hous- 
ing were accepted after that ‘‘cut- 
off date’ of May 18, 1960. Defend- 
ant testified that these students 
were also exceptional cases—two 
female transfer applicants who 
had submitted applications on or 
before May 18, 1960, but which ap- 
plications had not been finally 
processed (in this connection, it 
should be noted that, on May 18, 
neither of these applicants had 
completed the personal interview 
requirement), a female transfer 
student who was a war orphan not 
allowed ‘“‘to make another change 
in institutions and still continue 
her support from the govern- 
ment,”’ and a female transfer ap- 
plicant accepted because of “an 
error on the part of the Dean of 
Women’s office.” 


Shortly after the beginning of 
the Fall Quarter, 1960, on Octo- 
ber 5, 1960, there were 72 more 
male students actually living in 
University housing than the nor- 
mal capacity of dormitories for 
men, and 175 more female stu- 
dents actually living in University 
housing than the normal capacity 
of dormitories for women. 


Admissions for the Winter Quar- 
ter, 1961, have been limited to 
students in categories 1 and 2. 
Although, at the time of trial, all 
housing accommodations known 
to be available had been filled 
for the Winter Quarter, 1961, there 
were comparatively few over- 
assignments, and the housing of- 
ficials were understandably un- 
able to say how many current stu- 
dents assigned to rooms would 
not return, or how many new 
students assigned to rooms would 
not actually register, thereby 
leaving vacancies available for 
housing women students. 


Undoubtedly, housing facilities 
at the University of Georgia have 
been taxed, particularly in. the 
Fall Quarters of 1959 and 1960. 
However, the reason behind the 
“limited facilities’ preventing 
plaintiffs’ admission is probably 
best expressed in a handwritten 
letter, dated June 15, 1960, from 
Dr. Harmon Caldwell, Chancellor 
of the University System, to Pres- 
ident Aderhold, with reference to 
a request from Howard Callaway, 
a member of the Board of Re- 
gents, for assistance in getting a 
white applicant admitted: ‘I have 
written Howard that it is my un- 
derstanding that all of the dor- 
mitories for women are filled for 
the coming year. I have also in- 
dicated that you are relying on 
this to bar the admission of a 
Negro girl from Atlanta.” 


Such a purpose is also evidenced 
by a letter from Breedlove Ar- 
rington, a transfer student denied 
admission to the University, to 
defendant, in which he writes: 


“Upon receiving your letter, 
stating that I could not be ac- 
cepted to the University, I made 
a trip to Athens and talked to 
one of the counlesors (sic) 
about what prevented me from 
being accepted and what I could 
do to be accepted. He said that 
there were several reasons why 
I could not be accepted. One 
of them was because of my poor 
record at Tech and the other 
was that they did not have a 
quota for students from senior 
colleges due to segregational 
problems. If the reason was be- 
cause of my grades at Tech I 
would like to present my case 
in the following manner: If I 
Stay at Tech for another quar- 
ter and take a normal load and 
maintain a C average could I 
be accepted to the University 
in the fall quarter of 1960? If 
there is any reason why I can 
not be accepted, due to segre- 
gational problems, I would ap- 
preciate any advice you might 
give me which would enable 
me to penetrate this barrier.’ 


C. INTEVIEWS 

Defandant testified at the hear- 
ing on plaintiffs’ motion for pre- 
liminary injunction that he was 
unable to consider plaintiff 
Holmes’ application for the Fall 
Quarter, 1960 because Holmes had 
not had the required personal in- 
terview. And on November 29, 
1960 defendant rejected Holmes 
for admission to the University 
“from a review of (his) records 
and on the basis of (his) personal 
interview."’ Therefore, some dis- 
cussion of the University’s per- 
sonal interview requirement is 
particularly important. 


The evidence discloses the fol- 
lowing pertinent facts. Since the 
Winter Quarter, 1960, defendant 
has generally required a satisfac- 
tory personal interview of appli- 
cants for admission to the Uni- 
versity, pursuant to action of the 
Board of Regents taken on. Feb. 
ll, 1959. This interview require- 
ment has been satisfied in a num- 
ber of different ways. Many 
freshman students have been in- 
terviewed by University repre- 
sentatives at College Day pro. 
grams held in many white high 
schools throughout the State. <A 
number of transfer students have 
been interviewed by University 
representatives at the colleges 
from which they are transferring. 
Other students have been inter- 
viewed by defendant or a member 
of his staff in the Registrar's of- 
fice at the University. Many out- 
of-state applicants have been in- 
terviewed by University alumni 
living at or near the place of the 
applicant’s residence. Although, 
in most cases, an interview record 
was completed on the applicant, 
in at least one case, a letter from 
an alumnus stating that the appli- 
cant was “‘an excellent student”’ 


and “‘one of the outstanding young | 


ladies in her class’”’ and that she 
“would be a definite asset to 
the University” was accepted in 
lieu of the regular interview. Al- 
though most students were inter- 
viewed before acceptance, several 
applicants have been accepted 
pending ‘‘personal interview upon 
arrival.”’” Defendant testified that 
such conditional acceptances were 
only given in exceptional cases— 
some graduate students, appli- 
cants in the armed services, and 
a few out-of-state students. [De- 
fendant failed to explain why 
Thomas Hadley Baker of an At- 
lanta address transferring from 
Purdue University was accepted 
“(piending satisfactery interview 

. on date of arrival.’’} Some 
students were accepted for the 
Winter Quarter, 1960, or subse- 
quently whose files contain no rec- 
ord of interview. The affidavit 
of Paul Kea discloses that some 
of these were foreign students of 
whom no interview is required, 
some were former students, and 
some were students accepted 
pending satisfactory interview 
who never registered. His ex-

Joel Cannon and Barbara Chris- 
tian is that the interview records 
were “apparently lost.”” At least 
one applicant was interviewed by 
his brother-in-law. In at least 
two instances, applicants were 
interviewed by two different in- 
terviewers who arrived at differ- 
ent conclusions. ‘ 


Contrasted to this somewhat 
loose application of the interview 
requirement described above, is 
the application of that requirement 
to plaintiffs. Little need be said 
about plaintiff Hunter’s interview 
since defendant admits in his brief 
that, on the basis of her inter- 
view, she has given ‘‘evidence of 
general fitness for admission to 
the institution’’. However, these 
circumstances of that interview 
should be noted. Plaintiff Hunter 
was interviewed by three Univer- 
sity officials—defendant and two 
of his staff members, Paul Kea 
and Dr. Morris Phelps—for ap- 
proximately forty-five minutes be- 
cause, according to Dr. Phelps’ 
testimony, it was a ‘“‘difficult 
case”’ since the University had 
never before received a student 
from Turner High School, a Ne- 
gro high school in Atlanta. Plain- 
tiff Hunter was asked numerous 
questions, including whether she 
“had any apprehension concern- 
ing being the first Negro to enter 
the University of Georgia.” 


Plaintiff Holmes was _inter- 
viewed by the same three Uni- 
versity officials for approximately 
one hour because, in Dr. Phelps’ 
words, his, too, “was a particu- 
larly difficult case” having “‘al- 
ready been presented at court.” 
The atmosphere of the. interview 
of Holmes was entirely different 
from that of the interview of Miss 
Hunter, however. Apparently the 
interview was conducted with the 
purpose in mind of finding a basis 
for rejecting Holmes,

98 Catholics, 13 Jewish and 4 Others 


The new U.S. Congress, getting 
in gear this week, turns out to 
. be a close approximation, statis- 
tically, of the religious cross-sec- 
tion of America. But not quite. 


The current count shows that 
Roman Catholics, in relation to 
their part of the population, fall 
slightly short of an equal propor- 
tion in the 87th Congress: Protes- 
tants are a little ahead, and Jews 
even-up. 


This disparity carries no spe- 


cific connotations in a government | 


whose Constitution forbids any re- 
ligious test for office, and whose 
officeholders are charged with 
serving citizens of all faiths, what- 
ever their own. 


Altogether, among the 537 sen- 
ators and representatives conven- 
ing this week, there are 422 Prot- 
estants ‘79 per cent), 98 Catho- 
lics (18 per cent), 13 Jews (2 per 
cent), and 4 others (about 1 per 
cent). 


Comparatively, the country 
about 75 per cent Protestant, 22 
per cent Catholic, and 2 per cent 
Jewish, counting nominal religious 
relationships, with the other 1 per 
cent outside these groups. 


In the present Congress, the 
number of Catholics holding seats 
dropped 5 (down 2 per cent over- 
all), below the total in the 86th 
Congress, while the number of 
Protestants increased 10 ‘up 1 per 
'cent), the changed counts occur- 
ring in the lower House. 


However, it is in the Senate, 
whose representation is based on 
state geographical areas rather 
than population and whose ratio 
of Protestants, Catholics and Jews 
remained the same, that the Prot- 
estant: margin is greaest. 


The 100-member Senate has 86 
Protestants (86 per cent), 12 Ro-| 
man Catholics (12 per cent), and 
2 Jews ‘2 per cent?.

In the 437-member House, how- 


ever, where representation is ap- 
portioned according to population, 
the membership reflects a relig- 
ious pattern matching almost ex- 
actly that of the country as 
whole. 


There are 336 Protestants (77 
per cent), 86 Catholics (20 per 
cent), 11 Jews (2 per cent), 1 Hin- 
du and three listing no affiliation 
(l per cent). 


In past years, the Library of 
Congress has compiled data about 
religious affiliations of members 
of Congress, but decided not to 
do so this time because of past 
difficulty in getting full informa- 
tion. 


The breakdown shows the num- 
ber of Roman Catholic lawmakers 
| in Congress—98—surpasses that of 

any single denomination, although 
‘the over-all Protestant total is 
_ more than four times that.

“I discussed the situation with all of them before I applied 
for the job,”’ Griffith continued. “And I'd like to ‘stress the fact 
that there was no personal rivalry between myself and other 
applicants.” 


Charley Trippi, a leading candidate, later amplified the state- 
ment. “There is positively no friction between Johnny and me,” 
Trippi said. 


Selection of Griffith appeared a popular move with the 
Georgia players. As Griffith entered Stegeman Hall, a group of 
players sitting on the doorsteps waved and shouted: “Hi, Coach, 
congratulations.” 


Though Griffith had served less than four hours in office, his 
desk already was stacked with congratulatory telegrams and the 
phone never ceased ringing. Georgians throughout the nation were 
giving the new boss a rousing sendoff. 


Griffith shook hands with well-wishers around the crowded 
office and then closed the door for his first interview. 


—A New Job and a Big Challenge 


No one is more aware than Johnny Griffith that a football 
coach’s popularity is measured by the victory yardstick. 


“It’s a wonderful opportunity for me,” Griffith said. “I know 
that I'm succeeding, not replacing, Wallace Butts. There’s only one 
Coach Butts, and I don’t think we'll see another one like him here. 
To me, he is the Babe Ruth. of the coaching league. It’s fortunate 
that he is remaining as athletic director, and I'll be calling on him 
for many things.” 


However, Butts and Griffith made it pointedly clear that 
the new coach is the coach. 


“When I resigned as head coach, | quit coaching at Georgia,’ 
Butts said later in his office. ‘““That’s Johnny’s job, and I think he'll 
do a good job. I have no intention of ever telling him who to run 


off tackle or anything involving coaching. Of course, I'll be avail- 


able to help in any other capacity anytime he calls on me. Just for 
the record, I'd like to get that straight to start with.” 


It’s fashionable to ask all new head coaches whether they plan 
to employ a wide open brand of football. Griffith's Georgia fresh- 
men usually played a daring game and tied Georgia Tech, 22-22, 
last Thanksgiving. 


“Well, I hope we don’t play many like that,’’ Griffith said and 
laughed when someone mentioned the freshman shoot-em-up with 
Tech. ““Georgia has always emphasized offense, and that’s my kind 
of game. To me, football is somewhat like baseball. Baseball fans 
sit there until someone hits a home run and then they all jump up 
and holler. Football fans are the same. They like the home run. 
I hope we can hit a few.” 


The 36-year-old Georgia coach is a personable man, popular 
in general with Georgia alumni. He’s a shrewd, dilligent worker 
endowed with enthusiasm and drive. As Georgia’s chief re- 
cruiter for five years, he has gained invaluable experience in 
that all-important phase of the game. 


He has logged 10 years as a coach at South Georgia College 
and Georgia, winning three crowns in junior college circles. Iron- 
ically, Griffith, who played at Georgia and South Georgia, was 
handed his first job by Georgia assistant Wyatt Posey. After play- 
ing halfback on Posey’s South Georgia team, Griffith joined the 
staff as a coach. 


Griffith realizes that he is one of the fortunate few who have 
become head coaches at a four-year college without previous ex- 
perience in the head man’s chair. The man who has never sent a 
major team on the field is succeeding an all-time great who 
coached almost 250 games at Georgia. 


However, that’s one thing he has in common with his 
predecessor. When Wallace Butts took his first step toward the 
Football Hall of Fame, he had never coached a college team. 


“I deeply appreciate the confidence that Dr. O. C. Aderhold 
and the Athletic Board have in me,” Griffith said. “The job is a 
great challenge.” 


Indeed, it is.

Ex-Lanier Coach Selby Buck 


Dies in Macon of Leukemia 


By CHARLIE ROBERTS 


Selby Buck, one of the win- 
ningest coaches in Georgia high 
school athletic history, lost his 
last battle Friday, a six-year fight 
for life with leukemia. 


Death for the molder of 18 state 
championship teams in football, 
basketball and baseball came at 
62 in Macon, almost five years 
after retirement from a fabulous 
30-year coaching career at Lanier 
High. 


The remarkable Buck, still 
serving as Bibb County Athletic 
Director when the end came, 
had known that death was near 
even before he became one of 
the first six inductees to the 
Georgia Prep Sports Hall of 
Fame in the fall of 1956. 


But being as ruggedly stoic as “ 
Buck asked © 


he was sentimental. 


that newsmen not write any “sch #a% 


stories about me.” 
many who knew of his worsening 
condition respected his wish. 


Now that he is gone, the “Old 
Guard” of the Georgia prep sports 
scene will never be the same. 
For indeed, he was its strongest 
pillar—one of the founding fathers 
of the Georgia Athletic Coaches 
Assn. Twice he was president of 
the group. 


R. L. (Shorty) Doyal’ and Sid 
Scarborough, two of his Atlanta 
contemporaries in the “Old 
Guard,” expressed profound re- 
gret over the passing of Buck, 
who won about every distinction 
the coaching profession offers.

monial dinner in his honor Dec. 
26,. 1956, in Macon. Kankakee 
(Buck) Anderson of Cedartown 
emceed the sparkling fete, and 
Macon Mayor B. F. Merritt pre- 
sented Buck with a plaque con- 
taining a key to the city ‘“‘in. ap- 
preciation of his distinguished 
service to athletics and to the 
youth of the City of Macon and 
Bibb County, 1926-1956.” 


During his coaching tenure at 
Lanier, Buck produced state cham- 
pionship football teams in 1931- 
32-36-47-48, and his teams won 167 
games, lost 71 and tied 13. He 
was named Georgia coach of the 
year in 1948 and 1953, the 1953 
Poets losing to Grady for the state 
championship after going unbeat- 
en, untied through regular season. 


A masterful basketball coach, 
his quintets won 11 of Lanier’s 
16 state crowns during the first 
34 seasons of the old GIAA’s 
existence. His cagers won 499 
games and lost only 140. He is 
the. only Georgia coach ever to 
tutor a team in Murray, Ky.’s 
All-America classic. 


Two of Buck’s bas@ball nines 
won state crowns, and he also 
coached tennis, being one of the 
state’s finest players himself well 
into the 1940s. 

It was a matter of deep pride 
to Selby that Dickie Buck, a son 
who recently was graduated from 
Georgia Tech, quarterbacked .his 
last two Lanier teams through 
brilliant seasons.
